CONSTITUTIONAL REFORM. 


E I 
ONANIMOUSLY DEMANDED BY A PUBLIC MEETING AT 
THE THEATRE ROYAL, 


"AN UNOFFICIAL MAJORITY 


AND ELECTION INSTEAD 


OF NOMINATION, 


FOUR REPRESENTATIVES FOR 


BRITISH SUBJECTS IN THE 


SANITARY BOARD ELECTORATE. 


An spite of the inclement weather, 
yesterday evening, the Thentre Royal 
was well filled with a. gathering repre- 
sentative of al] sections of the community 
of Hongkong, who, after an enthusiastic 
mecting lasting an hour and a quarter, 
accepted, with absolute unanimity, 
resolution asking thay unofficial repre- 
sentation on tbe Legislative Council bé 
increased from six t6 nine—thereby Biving 
an unofficial majority of one—and that, 
there should be seven elected members, all. 
of them British subjects, returned ag 
follows : — 

One by the Hongkong General Chamber 
of Commerce. 

One by the Justices of the Peace. i 

One by the Chinese General Chamber of 
Commerce or some other body representa- 
live of the Chineso. , 

Four (one of Portuguese race and three 
of British race) by British subjects who 
are op the Jurors' List and those who are 
liable for, but exempt from, jury service. 

The Hon. Mr. P. H. Holyoak presided, 
and was supported on the platform by the 
Hon. Mr, H. EF. Pollock, K.C.. Messrs. 
© G. Alabaster, F. Bo LL, Bowley, A. G. 
Coppin, A. 8. D. Cousland, Andrew 
Forbes, J. W. Grahum, A. E. G rifin, E. 
}Ormiston, W. L. Pattenden, C. H. P. 
Hay, J. A. Plummer, A. Ritchie, D, 
Templeton, ©. D. Wilkinson, J. P. Braga, 
and E, A. M. Williams, Dr. C. Forsyth 
and Mr. H. B. L. Dowbiggin (Hon. Bec.). 

“THE CHAIRMAN'S SPEECH. 

The Cwarraan said; Gentlemen: We 
have met to consider a proposal for reform-; 
ing the unofficial representation on the 
Legislative Counci] inthis Colony. Lt is 
a good many years “| the subject: was 
first mooted by my hott, ufriend on. the 
right, (Mr. Pollock)—Applause—and, as 
you know, petitions have been sent home| 
upon the same subject which met with: 
refusal. On the Inst occasion we shodld 
have carried the matter further but for 
the fuct that we were engaged upon the 
Breat world-wide war, and—rightly or 
wrongly, as things may be conceived—we 
thought it wise to hold our hands in order 
that we might not in any manner what- 
soever prejudice our own caso or embarasa 
either the Government of this Colony or 
the Home officials by pressing the matter 
which, after all, was one of domestio 
reform, The war, happily, has now been 
triumphantly — finished—-(A pplause)—and 
we are free to'consider those questions 
which most intimately concern us, not 
only at home but in the distant parte of 
our Empire, of which Hongkong is not an 
insignificant unit. Our present system of 
government bas been aptly described ps 
a “benevolent despotism” or as 
a “benevolent autocracy.” (Applause). 
Well, gentlemen, there is much to be said 
for this form of government in distant 
parte of our Empire which must include 
Permanent officiuls, when they are per- 
manent, and the carrying on of a con- 
sistent policy from year to year. We do 
not in any sense seek to disturb that when 
we say that the hour has come when a 
Greater view in the domestic policy of this 
Colony should be allowed to the British 
residents of it. (Applause).” It cannot 
ba too clearly stated, that wo do not seek. 


J and have never sought, to interfere, in 


any degreo whatsoever with any part of 
what might bo called the Imperial policy 
of the British nation os dictated from 


Home for the benefit of the whole 
Empire—(Appleuse)—and I de not 
hesitate to say that in no part of 
the Empire will more ‘loyal subjecta 
of the British Crown. bo found 
than in Hongkong. (Applausc.) At the 
same time that should not deter us from 
teking a survey of the situation and con. 
ridering what can be done to bring nbout 
a ‘orger measure vf Tepresentation upon 
the Legislative Counei} to don! with such 
questions as the Hospitals, Police, Sani- 
tary Bonrd, Educational Administra- 
tions, Housing Reform, and the .aqucrtion 
of dealing with Rovonuo raised within tho, 
Cglony, and of té the proportion of it) 
which should bo devoted respectively to 
Imperial neoda, on the ono hand, and the’ 
development of tho Colony on tho othor. 
(Applause.) The majority of theso ques- 
tions aro alwayg dealt with at Home by 
some nuch body ag & Munioipal Council, 

Thoferenoo hag revontly been’ mado in, tho: 


Press to the question of Chinese repre- 
sentation. I may frankly tell you that 
we, considered these resolutions vory 
fully and were largely influenced at the 
outset of affairs in not inviting the 
Chinese to take a part in this appeal 
because leas than two years ago they were 
invited, through their authorised mem- 
bere, nominated by the Government, 
to join dur petition to the Secretary of 
State for the Colonieg for an elective ro. 
presentution instead of a nominative re- 
Presentation, At that time they chose, 
through their own members, to write to 
the Government and say that they did 
not desire to take part in the request, 
Well, gentlemen, in the last few days 
they have, apparently, held various meat- 
ings at the Chinese Chamber of Com- 
Merce, and we have learnt, somewhat to 
our surprise, that there is a desire among 
the Chinese for more representation, and, 
being a progressive bedy, it. was but 
natural that we should incorporate in 
our own ideals what appeared to bo a 
fuir thing for the Chinese also. 

The resolutions which I have to propose 
fo you deal with two wide principles. 
The first is the principle of election 
versus nomination by the Government 
for ull unofficials save the two Chinese 
members, The second ig to ensure that 
the wishes uf the public on all public and 
local or domestic questions shall be car- 
ried out. I think that thig Government 
has failed to realise, not only before the 
war, but more especially since the war 
broke out -and the Home Government in 
consequence, has also failed to realise- - 
that there is such a thing as public 
opinion in this Colony. (Applause.) Tho 
dargo assethbly gathered here this even- 
"ing, I think, ig & Proof of thé fact that 
public opinion cannot, and wil} not, be 
igngred “(Applause.) Tho resolutiona 
which 1 have w propose are as follows :— 

“That this public meeting of Hong- 
kong residents, whilst affirming its un- 
swerving loyalty to the 
Empire, is of opinion that the instruc. 
tions to His Excellency the Governor re- 
lative to the mude of selection of the 
Legislative Council require amendment 
in such a way as to secure : — 

3.—-That ag regards all the unofficial 
members of the said Council (other 
than the two Chinese nominated mem- 
bers) the principle of clection instead of 

nomination shal] be applied. ,

1 have stated, gentlemen, 
that there is no animosity on my part 
in piling up the examples of official 
antagonism to popular demand, | merely 
state them that I may prove to you the 
desirability and advisability of having an 
unofficial wajority. lt is obviously a 
different thing to pass a vote in Council 
by a majority of one vote than to have 
it defeated by an official majority and to 
have an explanation privately dispatched 
to show why it was defeated, There have 
been many eccasions, in connection with 
what 1 call purely domestic affairs in this 
Colony, such as the calling, for the sake 
of example, for a Commission to enquire 
into the hospital administration here, 
which ia not above reproach (applause) 
or into any of the other public services, 
wherg unofficial proposals havo been auto- 
matically turned down by the official 
Majority. When dealing with questions 
which affect the welfare, to some extent 
the very life, of the individuals of tho 
Colony, the Colony ought to be able to 
demand that, having asked for an enquiry, 
ita wish should be granted: (Applause). 
Neither questions nor demands for en- 
guiries arc put lightly by unofficial mem- 
bers. They involve o very great deal of 
trouble, and I cannot conceive any un- 
officia) member of the Legislative Council 
putting qucations to the Government with- 
out being perfectly sure that mattera with 
which those questions are concerned re- 
quire a good deal of investigation. Under 
present conditions the taking af the neces.

GERMAN OUTRAGES ON BRITISH 


“ PRISQNERS™” 
“70 BREAK THEM SPIRIT." 


it fell to the lot of ‘the writer of these 
notes io spond 18 months among, the 
British prisoners who were sent from 
Germany to Switzerland for internment. 
During that period he was in constant, 
daily intercourse with them, and so had 
peculiar opportunities of hearing the 
story that one or another had to tell 
of his experiences while in German 
hands. the writer returned to 
England he has been surprised to find 
how sume sections of the general public 
are still unimpressed by the already 
published. stories of ill-treatment and 
barbarity. A remark made to him by his 
hostess in x comfortable suburban vica- 
rage may be taken us typical of tov 
many: ‘1 suppose the poor man bad | 
rather a hard time of it, but, of course, 
those dreadful stories in the newspapers 
were much exaggerated.” 

In the hope of bringing home some- 
thing of the calculated cructties inflicted 
on our men the following stories are 
chosen for publication, they are alas !— 
only a few out of hundreds like them, 
and they are not the worst, for the simple 
reason thal many of the indignities in- 
flicted on the prisoners are unprintable. 

Descriptions of the journeys from the 
point of capture to the prison camps, and 
of the filthy cattle trucks, bave already 
been published; but an instance of ag: 
gravaled cruelty may be added. Private 
H. , -- who arrived eventually at 
Ch&teau d'Urx had had his leg shattered 
in the fight, and had done his pitiful 
best with a field-dressing before he was 
captured. He spent three days with his 
comrades in a cattle truck without once 
being allowed to leave it, and therefore 
bad neither food nor any attention to 
hig limb. By some means or other he 
had improvised a crutch, and when the 
order was given for the men to Jeave 
trucks and march acrogy the platform to 
a waiting room, he was able to hobble 
after them. A woman Red (‘ross worker, 
seeing her opportunity, made a quick 
movement with her foot, and as E— 
described if. ‘‘ericked ” it under his 
crutch as he waa passing her, He fell 
heavily on to the bruken leg, and ho 
remembers the ghouls of delight from the 
onlookers at this clever bit of work.

THE POST PUNISHMENT, 


The story told by Corporal P— can 
be recorded in his own words. A party 
vf men bad recently arrived from Ger- 
many for internment, and the writer lost 
no time in visiting the men in their 
comfortable hospital at Fribourg. P —— 
was obviously one of the worst cascs—h 
deathly pallor and shaking limbs indicat: 
ed that he had “‘been through it.” On 
reply ‘to an inquiry os to what had bap- 
pened, he replied :-- 

‘Well, sir, I’m a reprisal; I don't 
know what for, but that’s what they told 
nic, So one winter morning 1 was 
fetched out into the compound and tied 
t@ o post. They used enough rope to 
moor a ship; when they'd finished tying 
me up, 1 was all rope. My feet were 
about Gin, from the ground. I stayed 
like that for cight hours. it was bitter 
cold—and when th ° untied me 1 fell 
down, and they carried me in. The 
doctor came round next morning, and 
said I was quite fit for a farther douse, 
so I had another cight hours at the sume 
game same post and same rope. Only 
‘this time they didn't tie me off the 
ground; instead, they stood me down 
with my feet in a bucket of water up to 
the ankles. It was bitter cold.’ After 
that it was weeks before 1 could move; 
but when 1 was a bit better I got two 
of my chums to help me—I couldn't use 
my legs, but I put an arm round the 
necks of my chums, and they dragged me 
out into the compound for a bit of fresh 
air, But I never went out again after 
that once. 1 waa told that if 1 could 
not give the proper salute to the German 
N.C.0.’s I wag to keep inside. So J] did, 
until 1 waa brought here on a stretcher.” 

Apparently no opportunity wag lost 
which could be utilized for breaking the 
spirit of the captives and deadening their 
self-respect. This partly explains why 
they were so often deprived of facilitics 
for washing, and were allowed to get 
into a verminoug condition. The Witten- 
lberg victims had no change of clothin 
from October, 1914, to May, 1915, and 
during that time had no bath, shave, or 
hair cut. But at other camps personal 
cleanliness was made equally impussible, 
thuugh not for so long a period. One 
man told how he spent three months 
without 4 bath or change of clothing, and 
had got into a shocking condition. As 
he described it ;-— 

1 was a mass of sores and boils all 
over, and so weak that I lay down most 
of the day. One day I wag told to coma 
and be tubbed. An order)y took me—TI 
was to tottery to go by myself—and he 
made me undress and get straight inte 
a bath of boiling water. When he’d gut 
me in, he sorubbed me from head to foot 
with an ordinary fluor scrubbing brush, 
} fninted three times, .and ‘they carried 
me back to hed. 

At another camp the commandant hit 
upon a brilliant method of ndding to the 
humiliation of the prisoners. He ordered 
them to dig the trenches for the latrines 
in the must exposed part of the com- 
pound, close to the barbed wire which 
poparated the prison ground from\'tho 
public highway. The trenches were duly 
dug, and the men asked for gome sort of 
screen. It was peremptorily rofused. 
They prutosted that the porition war 
oruelly public. The commandant replied. 
“That ig why 1 chose it.”
